A small man, tanned and bronzed to a clear light mahogany , squ arely 
bu ilt, with broad shou lders*, keen blu e ey es, heav y straigh t ey ebrows, a thick 
dark mu stache and squ are resolu te jaw, dressed in clothes th at shou t defi­ 
ance to fashion plates—th is is Ru dy ard Kipling. Aliv e, alert, aggressiv e and 
intense, qu ick in mov ement, a bit cy nical and qu izzical, h e at first su ggests 
one thorou ghly self-satisfied; one who is his own cou rt of appeals. 
At Bombay , the most cosmopolitan city of Asia, Kipling was born in 
Ch ristmas week of 186 5 . His fath er was an Englishman, a professor of arch i­ 
tectu ral scu lptu re in a Bombay college, and when Ru dy ard was six he was 
shipped back to England to be edu cated. 
At th irteen he entered the United 
Serv ice College at W estward Ho, u nder the direction of old Indian officers. 
The atmosph ere was m ilitary and Indian, and was dou btless a potent factor 
in coloring the mind of the boy , who acqu ired more by u nconsciou s absorp­ 
tion th an by direct stu dy . 
It is tru e th at he carried off the prizes in English 
literatu re in a matter-of-fact kind of a way , as if it were his assigned sh are 
of the plu nder; bu t otherwise rev ealed no sy mptoms of geniu s. 
At sev enteen he wrent to India to work on the “Civ il and Military Gazette” 
at Lahore, where h is talent began to be recognized in a half patronizing way 
by the editor-in-chief. 
Strange, howev er, the “Plain Tales from th e Hills,” 
which gav e him h is first Eu ropean su ccess, and his “Departmental Ditties” 
were accepted u nder protest, to h u mor the boy , rath er th an for any m erit 
th e editors discov ered. 
A man of su preme indiv idu ality , he has th e splendid cou rage of his con­ 
v ictions. 
He dared to lash England into a fight when th e Boer war seemed 
to him imperativ e; he scou rged the cou ntry he lov ed for h er treatm ent of h er 
soldiers; he inspired those soldiers by his stirring, tingling lines and martial 
stanzas, while Alfred Au stin, the lau reate, was writing pink-Iemonade v erses 
gu aranteed to offend no one.

Kipling is the apostle of the strenu ou s; he lov es color and paints it with 
lov e; he is thrilled by stru ggle, by power, by conqu est.

28.—Despite offi­ 
cial reticence, information from relia­ 
ble sou rces h as been obtained of an 
agreem ent of far-reaching importance 
between the United States and Japan 
cov ering th e policy of th e tw*o cou n­ 
tries in the Pacific. 
The agreem ent is 
based on the idea of encou raging and 
defending free and peacefu l commer­ 
cial dev elopment in th e Pacific. 
It 
contains not only a mu tu al gu arantee 
to respect each oth er’s territorial pos­ 
sessions there, bu t defines the attitu de 
of th e two cou ntries toward China, 
binding each to defend by ev ery peace­ 
fu l means China’s independence and 
integrity , and to giv e equ al commercial 
opportu nity in the Chinese empire to 
all nations. 
Bu t more important still, 
the agreem ent in the ev ent of com­ 
plications th reatening the statu s qu o, 
binds th e United States and Japan to 
consu lt each oth er with a v iew to act­ 
ing together. 
The agreem ent has been drawn u p 
in the form of a declaration and con­ 
sists of fiv e articles, of which th e fol­ 
lowing is an accu rate and faithfu l de­ 
scription. 
The first article giv es ex ­ 
pression to th e wish of the two gov ­ 
ernm ents to encou rage the free and 
peacefu l dev elopment of th eir com­ 
merce in the Pacific. 
The second is a 
mu tu al disclaimer of an aggressiv e de­ 
sign and contains also a definition of 
the policy of each gov ernment, both as 
directed to the maintenance of the ex - 
; isting statu s qu o in the Pacific, and

try in China.

Mart, a farmer, fou nd b eneath the soil 
on his farm east of this city the b ones 
of animal which has not yet b een class­ 
ified. 
Thou gh some of the b ones are 
missing, enou gh have b een fou nd to 
indicate that the animal was eight or 
nine feet long and fou r feet high. The 
jawb one contains a tu sk nine inches 
long. 
The b ones were fou nd at the 
top of a large b eaver dam. 
The find recalls the discovery of the 
skeleton, a few miles east of the Mart 
farm, three years ago, of one of the 
largest mammoths ever fou nd in the 
world. 
This skeleton was almost in­ 
tact. 
It was pu rchased b y the Met­ 
ropolitan mu seu m of New York city,
